he asked I 1 if it would be consistent with his other 

briefing duties to also organize briefi ngs and debriefings for 
Congresswen noting that I l indicated he could do this 25X1 

and in fact he attempted to waintaia a record of all briefings 
and debriefings and this would be one way to insure that such 
record would be cowplete* After discussion it was agreed that 
Mr* Kirkpatrick would draw up a directive for the DCI*s approval 
covering all briefings and debriefings given by Agency personnel* 


c* Baised the subject of CIA awards and referred to a 
particular case wherein a certain individual had been recowwended 
for such an award but due to subsequent wisbehavior the recow- 
wendation had been withdrawn* General Cabell stated it was his 
view that awards are given for specific accoaplishwents and 
if the award in question had been actually wade at the tiwe it 
was recoawended, he did not believe that we would be in a position 
to withdraw it today* The Director said he agreed we should have 
acted acre proaptlyt however, he expressed the tentative opinien 
that as an intelligence agency* consistent perforaance should be 
taken into consideration in awarding CIA decorations* (The 
Director did not announce this as his policy*) After soae 
further discussion it was agreed that 1) in the future it would 
be a fixed policy of this Agency to act on recoaaendatieas for 
awards in the shortest tiae possible consistent aith adainistra* 
tive procedures* 2) DD/P would list the pros and cons in the 
ease of the individual la question and aake further recoaaeada— 
tions to the Director*
